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EXTRACTS. 


At  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  by  adjournments  from  the  10th  day  of  the  Fifth 
Month,  to  the  15th  of  the  same  inclusive,  1880. 

Reports  from  all  our  constituent  branches  ■were  pro¬ 
duced,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  Friends  therein 
named  have  been  appointed  representatives  to  attend 
the  service  of  this  meeting,  who,  on  being  called,  were 
present  except  eight.  For  the  absence  of  six  of  them 
sufficient  reasons  were  assigned,  but  for  the  absence  of 
the  others  no  information  was  received 

Minutes  of  Friends  in  attendance  from  other  Yearly 
Meetings  were  produced  and  read,  as  follows : 

For  Joseph  S.  Hartley  and  Sarah  his  wife,  from  West 
Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  Columbiana  county,  Ohio, 
held  21st  of  last  month. 

For  Darlington  Hoopes,  a  minister  from  Little  Falls 
Monthly  Meeting,  Maryland,  held  the  4th  of  11th  month, 
1819,  endorsed  by  Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  the 
13th  of  the  same  month. 

Epistles  from  our  brethren  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Genesee,  and  Illi¬ 
nois  were  produced  and  read,  to  our  satisfaction  and 
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comfort.  To  respond  to  these  acceptable  evidences  of 
brotherly  regard  and  Christian  fellowship  as  way  may 
open,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  representatives  are  desired  to  confer  together  and 
propose  to  our  nest  sitting  a  Friend  to  serve  the  Meet¬ 
ing  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk.  Also,  the 
name  of  a  Friend  from  each  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings, 
and  Fishing  Creek  Half  Year’s  Meeting,  to  aid  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting  in 
preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House  during 
the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Second  Day — Afternoon. 

Pierce  Hoopes,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  made 
report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of  the 
morning  session,  and  were  united  in  proposing  the  name 
of  Benjamin  G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Daniel  Foulke 
for  Assistant  Clerk,  for  the  present  year.  On  conside¬ 
ration  thereof,  they  were  united  with  by  the  meeting  and 
accordingly  appointed. 

They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Minutes  introduced  from  Women’s  Meeting,  for 
Friends  in  attendance,  were  read,  as  follows  : 

For  Ann  Packer,  a  minister, from  Green  Plain  Monthly 
Meeting  in  Ohio,  held  14th  of  First  Month,  endorsed  by 
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Miami  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  14th  of  Second  Month 
last. 

For  J.  Woodrow  Warner  and  Mahala  his  wife,  mem¬ 
bers  and  companions  of  Ann  Packer,  from  Miami 
Monthly  Meeting,  Ohio,  held  24th  of  Third  Month  last. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer’s  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treas¬ 
urer,  a  committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  re¬ 
quested  to  bring  forward  the  names  of  two  Friends  as 
Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  preparing  and  publishing  the 
Extracts,  and  transcribing  and  forwarding  the  Epistles, 
a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  following  request,  appended  to  the  report  from 
Cain  Quarter,  was  read,  and  on  consideration  thereof  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  examine  the  present  quotas 
of  each  of  our  constituent  branches,  and  as  way  may  open, 
readjust  the  same  and  report  thereon  to  a  future  sitting.

Eleventh  of  the  Month  and  Third  of  the  Week. 

The  First  and  Second  Queries  were  read,  with  the  an¬ 
swers  thereto,  from  the  several  constituent  branches,  and 
summaries  adopted. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  interesting  subjects  therein  con¬ 
tained. 
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Third  Day — A jternoon. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Queries  were  read,  with  the 
answers  thereto,  from  the  several  Quarterly  and  Half- 
Yearly  Meetings ;  and  summary  answers  were  adopted. 
The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  session  in  the 
consideration  of  the  subjects  embraced  therein. 


Twelfth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week. 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  were  read,  and  the  state 
of  society  amongst  us  as  represented  in  the  replies 
thereto  from  the  several  subordinate  meetings  claimed 
the  consideration  of  the  Meeting. 


Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  remaining  Queries,  with  the  answers  thereto, 
were  read  and  duly  considered,  and  summary  answers  to 
all  the  queries  as  approved  are  directed  to  be  recorded 
and  published  in  the  Extracts,  and  are  as  follows: 

Summary  Answers  to  Queries,  1880. 

(See  page  29  for  Queries.) 

First  Query. — All  our  religious  meetings  for  worship 
and  discipline  have  been  regularly  held,  with  some  ex¬ 
ceptions  mentioned  in  six  of  the  reports,  partly  on  ac¬ 
count  of  sickness  and  inclement  weather,  and  one  during 
the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting,  and  excepting,  all  the 
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mid-week  meetings  for  worship  in  one,  and  a  few  in  two 
of  the  smaller  branches,  mentioned  in  one  other  report. 
Those  held  on  the  morning  of  the  First  day  of  the 
week  are  attended  by  our  members  generally;  those 
held  at  other  times  are  neglected  by  many  of  our  mem¬ 
bers. 

The  hour  for  gathering  is  generally  observed, — clear 
of  unbecoming  behavior  when  assembled,  except  some 
instances  of  sleeping  mentioned  in  several  of  the  reports. 

Second  Query. — Love  and  unity  are  generally  main¬ 
tained  amongst  us — tale-bearing  and  detraction  mostly 
discouraged  —  endeavors  are  used  to  end  differences 
when  they  appear. 

Third  Query — A  concern  is  felt  by  many  Friends  to 
bring  up  those  under  their  direction  in  plainness  of 
speech,  behavior  and  apparel ;  in  frequent  reading  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  to  restrain  them  from  reading  per¬ 
nicious  books,  and  corrupt  conversation.  Two  of  the 
reports  mentioned  some  improvement  in  these  respects, 
yet  more  care  is  acknowledged  to  be  wanting  in  nearly 
all  the  reports. 

Fourth  Query. — Friends  are  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages,  with  the  exception 
mentioned  in  one  report  that  they  are  generally  clear, 
and  in  one  other  report  that  they  are  very  nearly  clear ; 
two  of  the  reports,  however,  make  an  abatement  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  manufacture  of  cider;  and  are  generally 
careful  to  discourage  their  use  as  a  drink,  and  to  observe 
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caution  in  the  use  thereof  as  a  medicine  ;  mostly  careful 
to  discourage  the  attending  of  places  of  diversion  and 
the  unnecessary  frequenting  of  taverns.  Moderation 
and  temperance  are  very  generally  observed  on  account 
of  marriages,  burials,  and  other  occasions. 

Fifth  Query. — The  necessities  of  the  poor  are  in¬ 
spected  and  relief  afforded  ;  their  children  freely  par¬ 
take  of  learning  to  fit  them  for  business ;  and  they  and 
other  Friends’  children  are  placed  among  Friends,  three 
instances  excepted. 

Sixth  Query _ Friends  generally  maintain  a  faithful 

testimony  against  oaths,  an  hireling  ministry,  bearing 
arms,  training,  and  other  military  services,  being  con¬ 
cerned  in  any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade,  and 
against  encouraging  lotteries  of  any  kind.  An  exception 
is  made  in  two  of  the  reports  in  relation  to  an  hireling 
Ministry. 

Seventh  Query. — Friends  are  generally  careful  to  live 
within  the  bounds  of  their  circumstances,  and  to  keep 
to  moderation  in  their  trade  or  business,  mostly  punc¬ 
tual  to  their  promises,  and  just  in  the  payment  of  their 
debts;  and  care  has  been  extended  to  such  as  give  reas¬ 
onable  ground  for  fear  on  these  accounts. 

Eighth  Query. — Care  is  taken  to  deal  with  offenders 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  without  partiality,  in  order 
for  their  help,  and  generally  without  unnecessary  delay  ; 
and  where  such  labor  has  proved  ineffectual,  judgment 
has  been  issued,  it  is  believed,  in  the  authority  of  Truth. 
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Ninth  Query. — Care  is  takeu  to  keep  regular  records 
of  Births  and  Deaths. 

The  First,  Second  and  Third  Annual  Queries  were 
read,  and  the  following  summaries  compiled  from  the 
reports  were  adopted. 

Answer  to  First  Annual  Query. — -Bucks. — The  hour 
of  the  indulged  meeting  at  Do}destowu  has  been  changed 
from  10  to  11  o’clock. 

Concord _ The  week-day  meetings  at  Newtown  and 

Goshen  have  been  omitted  during  the  week  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  meeting  at  West 
Chester  has  been  changed  from  10  to  10j  o’clock  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

Western. — The  time  of  holding  Fallowfield  Monthly 
Meeting  in  the  Fifth  Month  has  been  changed  from  Sev¬ 
enth  day  to  the  Fifth  day  of  the  same  week. 

Fishing  Creek. — The  time  and  places  of  holding  Roar¬ 
ing  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  are  changed  as  follows  :  In 
the  Twelfth,  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Eighth 
Months  to  be  held  at  Shamokin  Meeting  House ;  in  the 
Fifth,  Seventh  and  Ninth  Months  at  Roaring  Creek ; 
the  Sixth,  Tenth  and  Eleventh  Months  at  Catawissa- 
Ail  the  meetings  to  be  held  as  heretofore  at  11  o’clock 
on  Seventh  day  following  the  last  Fourth  day  but  two 
in  the  month — the  Monthly  Meeting  in  the  Fifth  Month 
one  week  later,  and  in  the  Sixth  Month  to  be  held  on 
Third  day  of  the  week  of  Fishing  Creek  Half-Year’s 
Meeting. 
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Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query. — We  have  39  schools, 
superintended  by  committees  appointed  either  in  the 
Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings.  Of  the  teachers  em¬ 
ployed  therein  50  are  in  membership  with  us.  The  pupils 
of  31  of  these  schools  attend  mid-week  meetings  wittr 
their  teachers. 

Reports  from  eight  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings  repre¬ 
sent  these  schools  attended  in  the  aggregate  by  1743 
pupils,  638  of  whom  are  members,  175  where  one  parent 
is  a  member. 

Answer  to  Third  Annual  Query—  They  are. 

As  the  Meeting  Houses  of  Friends  in  this  city  will  be 
open  for  Divine  worship  to-morrow  moi’ning,  the  Meet¬ 
ing  now  concludes  to  meet  at  3  o’clock  to-morrow  after¬ 
noon.

The  meeting  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  subject 
introduced  at  our  last  Yearly  Meeting  in  relation  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Boarding  School  under  the  care  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  It  was  concluded,  after  delibera¬ 
ting  thereon,  to  appoint  a  committee,  to  unite  with  a 
committee  of  women  Friends  in  the  consideration  of  the 
subject,  and  report  thereon,  as  way  may  open,  to  our 
next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  joint  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved.  They  are  continued,  and  encouraged  to  give 
further  attention  to  the  interesting  concern  as  way  may 
open. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

A  recital  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Educa¬ 
tional  Committee  during  the  past  year  will  not  occupy 
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much  time.  Yet,  from  the  increased  interest  shown, 
both  by  the  Committee  and  by  Friends  with  whom  they 
have  been  privileged  to  mingle,  some  good  we  trust  will 
result  from  its  labors. 

Conferences  have  been  held  at  Mount  Holly,  Millville, 
Horsham,  Salem,  Byberry  and  Moorestown.  These  have 
been  well  attended,  and  have  been  occasions  wherein  the 
interchange  of  views  has  been  satisfactory,  and  we  hope 
have  been  the  means  of  awakening  in  the  minds  of  many 
Friends  a  greater  interest  in  schools  under  the  care  of 
our  meetings.  At  such  times  we  have  endeavored  to 
present  the  practical  points  of  the  guarded  education, 
and  the  value  of  home  care  iti  connection  with  the  school 
room,  and  have  called  attention  to  the  disadvantages  of 
travel  by  railway  to  pupils  of  tender  years  in  attending 
school.  The  importance  of  using  means  to  have  these 
home  schools  the  best  schools,  making  sacrifices  to  that 
end,  if  need  be,  of  personal  and  household  luxuries,  was 
also  dwelt  upon.  It  is  not  cheering  to  those  interested 
in  the  work,  to  find  that  school-houses  built  by  the  self- 
sacrifice  of  our  predecessors  are  being  used  for  other 
than  Friends’  schools,  or  that  in  some  cases  they  are 
falling  into  decay,  or  that  funds  bequeathed  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  are  idle  or  directed  to  other  uses.  These 
are  subjects  for  individual  care  and  thoughtful  concern 
on  the  part  of  our  members,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will 
receive  more  earnest  attention. 

The  Committee  feel  that  there  is  great  need  of  in¬ 
creased  and  constant  care  to  religiously  guard  the  youth 
f  our  Society,  and  provide  for  them  such  schools  as 
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■will  not  only  thoroughly  instruct  them  in  useful  learn¬ 
ing,  but  aid  in  protecting  them  from  the  many  tempta¬ 
tions  to  which  they  are  exposed. 

Since  our  last  report  one  school  has  been  established 
at  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  and  the  re-opening  of  the  one  at 
Millville,  Pa.,  is  expected. 

There  has  been  expended  during  the  year  in  aid  of 
schools,  Three  Hundred  and  Seventy  Dollars,  and  for 
postage,  printing,  and  expenses  of  the  Committee,  $46.91.

penny,  as  Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  were 
united  with,  and  they  accordingly  appointed. 

The  Committee  to  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer’s 
account  were  nearly  all  present  at  the  time  appointed — 
his  books  and  vouchers  were  carefully  examined  and 
found  correct.  The  balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  at 
the  last  settlement,  with  the  various  amounts  since  re¬ 
ceived  by  him,  is  $4,421.50.  The  expenditure  for  the 
past  year  is  $2,018.86,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands 
and  due  the  Yearly  Meeting,  of  $2,849.14  at  this  date. 

The  Committee  propose  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be 
raised  for  the  present  year,  and  offer  the  name  of  Thomas 
J.  Husband  as  Treasurer,  and  Dillwyn  Parrish  and  Jo¬ 
seph  C.  Turnpenny  as  Correspondents  for  the  ensuing 
year.

A  deputation  of  Women  Friends  presented  the  following 
minute,  viz. : 

The  subject  of  temperance  in  its  comprehensiveness 
has  been  before  us,  and  we  feel  that  as  upon  women  fall 
much  of  the  distress  and  degradation  which  the  great 
evil  of  intemperance  brings,  it  seems  but  fitting  that  we 
should  speak  out,  and  appeal  to  those  temporarily  in 
power  in  our  legislative  bodies.  Our  Meeting  unites  in 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  memorialize  Congress, 
asking  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  now  before  it,  to  ap- 
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point  a  commission  of  inquiry  into  the  evils  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  which  was  read,  and  a  committee  appointed  to 
unite  with  Women  Friends  as  therein  proposed. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  in¬ 
troduced  by  Cain  Quarterly  Meeting,  made  the  following 
report,  which  upon  consideration  was  united  with  and 
adopted  by  the  meeting,  and  directed  to  supersede  the 
arrangement  of  the  Quotas  of  the  several  Quarterly 
Meetings  agreed  on  in  18  47  as  printed  in  our  present 
Book  of  Discipline 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
to  take  into  consideration  the  request  of  Cain  Quater 
for  are-adjustment  of  the  Quotas  of  the  Quarterly  Meet¬

The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs 
was  presented,  and  their  labors  in  this  concern  approved. 
They  are  continued  and  desired  to  give  further  attention 
thereto  as  way  may  open. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  Report 

That  they  have  given  such  attention  to  the  subject 
during  the  past  year,  as  seemed  called  for  at  their  hands, 
but  they  regret  to  state,  that  much  of  the  interest  orig¬ 
inally  manifested  in  this  interesting  concern,  has  been 
abated,  mainly  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  harmoni¬ 
ous  co  operation  between  the  Indian  Department  and 
Friends. 

There  was  originally  assigned  to  the  care  of  our 
Friends,  the  “  Northern  Super  intendency  f  which  was 
composed  of  a  Superintendent  and  six  Agencies :  viz., 
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Santee,  composed  of 
Omaha,  “ 

Winnebago,  “ 

Pawnee,  “ 

Otoe,  “ 

Great  Nemaha  “ 


Santee  Sioux  Indians. 
Omaha  “ 

Winnebago  “ 

Pawnee,  “ 

Otoes  and  Missourias. 

The  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the 
Missouri  and  Iowa  Indians. 


The  first  change  of  the  Government  was  the  abolition 
of  the  Office  of  Superintendent.  Then,  the  Pawnees 
were  removed  to  the  Indian  Territory,  at  their  own  re¬ 
quest,  and  for  a  time  continued  under  the  care  of  Friends, 
who  subsequently  resigned  the  oversight  of  the  same. 

The  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agencies  were  consoli¬ 
dated  and  placed  under  the  care  of  one  Agent,  who, 
finding  the  course  pursued  by  the  Department  in  the 
appointment  of  employees,  and  in  other  respects,  was 
such,  that  he  could  not  with  propriety  continue  in  the 
position,  he  resigned,  and  Friends,  after  mature  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  subject,  and  several  interviews  with  the 
proper  officials,  believed  it  right  to  give  up  the  care  of 
this  consolidated  Agency,  which  has  been  done. 

Thus  leaving  under  their  care  three  Agencies  only; 
viz. 

The  Santee, 

“  Otoe, 

“  Great  Nemaha. 


The  two  last  named  have  been  under  the  especial 
charge  of  this  Yearly  Meeting;  and  from  Reports  of 
Agents,  Jesse  W.  Griest  and  Mahlon  B.  Kent  we  furnish 
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extracts,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  represent  the  Indians  as 
improving,  especially  when  compared  with  their  condi¬ 
tion  when  placed  under  our  care,  they  having  made 
great  advances  in  the  work  of  civilization. 

Agent  Griest  of  the  Otoes,  in  his  communications 
(one  of  them  as  recent  as  4th  mo.  21th  last),  states,  that 

“  In  reviewing  the  field  of  our  labors  among  the  Otoes,  I 
have  but  little  change  to  report,  concerning  their  condi¬ 
tion  during  the  past  year.  The  same  general  policy  has 
been  pursued  as  heretofore  reported,  and  with  substan¬ 
tially  similar  results — often  giving  promise  that  our 
efforts  to  better  the  condition  of  the  Indian  was  pro¬ 
ductive  of  good  fruits,  and  often  have  we  been  met  by 
difficulties  bringing  seasons  of  corresponding  discour¬ 
agement.” 

“  The  Indians  have  continued  much  unsettled  and  an 
agitation  of  the  subject  of  their  removal,  kept  up  by  the 
wild  faction  of  the  tribe,  has  had  a  very  retarding  influ¬ 
ence  on  their  advancement  in  industrial  pursuits,  yet  a 
larger  amount  of  land  was  under  cultivation,  and  al¬ 
though  the  season  was  only  moderately  productive  the 
crops  realized  were  greater  than  anjT  previous  year,  which 
may  be  stated  as  follows — 1900  bushels  Wheat,  5000 
bushels  Corn,  and  300  bushels  Oats — about  half  of  this 
quantity  was  grown  by  Indians  on  their  own  account 
respectively,  several  had  both  wheat  and  corn  to  sell 
which  was  disposed  of  at  market  rates.  The  Indians 
also  raised  a  quantity  of  potatoes,  from  200  bushels  is¬ 
sued  to  them  last  spring  for  seed,  as  well  as  beans  and 
other  vegetables,  of  which  I  have  no  measurement. 
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The  Indians  are  now  putting  in  their  spring  crops,  and 
the  indications  are  that  all  the  land  available  by  previous 
breaking  will  be  under  cultivation  the  coming  summer.” 

f‘  Within  the  year  a  rail  road  has  been  constructed 
through  the  Reservation  from  north  to  south  with  a 
station  and  telegraph  office  near  the  Agency.  This  is  a 
convenience  that  brings  us  in  direct  communication  with 
the  outside  world,  and  will  enhance  the  value  of  the  In¬ 
dian  land,  but  it  is  not  believed  to  be  of  any  direct  bene¬ 
fit  to  them  in  their  present  condition.” 

“  Of  the  120,000  acres  of  Otoe  lands  placed  in  market 
two  years  or  more  ago  ;  about  one  fourth  is  yet  unsold, 
though  it  is  nearly  all  settled  on,  and  according  to  a  re¬ 
cent  ruling  from  the  Interior  Department,  the  unsold 
portion  is  held  under  filings,  which  virtually  takes  it  out 
of  market,  as  it  allows  the  settler  to  hold  the  land  as  his 
prior  right,  but  does  not  require  him  to  pay  for  it, 
which  is  working  injustice  to  the  Indians.” 

“  The  amount  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Treas¬ 
ury  on  the  land  sold,  up  to  the  first  of  present  month,  is 
about  $170,000  from  which  will  be  deducted  the  cost  of 
appraisement  and  sale,  also  the  advanced  appropriations 
on  same.” 

“  The  Industrial  School  has  been  continuously  in  ses¬ 
sion,  except  two  and  a  half  months  during  the  latter 
part  of  summer,  'and  the  advancement  of  the  children 
regularly  in  attendance  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  the  parents  do  not  appreciate 
the  advantages  of  an  English  education,  and  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  many  of  the  children  of  the  tribe  have  not 
been  in  attendance.” 
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“  The  majority  of  the  tribe  still  live  in  wigwams  and 
variously  conducted  habitations,  inasmuch,  as  experience 
has  taught,  that  to  endeavor  to  force  Indians  to  live  in 
houses ,  before  they  have  learned  to  appreciate  them,  has 
resulted  unfavorably.” 

“  The  Agency  Herd  has  been  successfully  maintained. 
It  numbers  about  250  head,  exclusive  of  35  cattle  which 
belong  to  the  School ,  and  30  work  Oxen.  The  herding 
has  all  been  done  by  Indians ,  and  the  Cattle  are  all  in 
fine  condition.  A  fair  supply  of  beef  can  be  taken  from 
the  herd  for  the  use  of  the  Indians.  The  net  weight 
killed  and  issued  to  the  Indians  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  11,760  lbs.”  This  Tribe  is  well  located, 
their  finances  are  ample,  and  the  Indian  Department  well 
disposed  towards  them,  and  to  making  permanent  their 
present  home.  Under  these  circumstances,  we  feel 
their  progress  should  have  been  more  rapid  than  has 
been  the  case.  The  Agent  adds, 

“  I  have  but  little  change  to  note  in  the  moral  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Indians,  except  in  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  very  little  of  these  having  been  used  the  past 
year.  I  cannot  recall  an  instance  wherein  I  have  noticed 
an  Indian  under  their  influence,  nor  have  I  any  acts  of 
violence  to  record  against  any  member  of  our  Tribe.” 

Great  Nemaha  Agency, 

Composed  of  the  “  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  Missouri  ”  and 
the  “  Iowas ,” 

Agent  Kent  writes,  that 

“  Affairs  in  relation  to  the  Indians  here,  present  a 
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rather  brighter  prospect  than  they  did  a  few  months  ago. 
The  permission  granted  more  than  a  year  since,  to  the 
Indians  to  remove  to  the  Indian  Territory  at  their  own 
pleasure,  has  been  officially  revoked. 

We  believe  there  is  a  steady  advance  among  these  In¬ 
dians  in  civilized  habits.  Five  families  of  the  Iowas, 
own  Sewing  Machines ,  several  have  carpets  on  their 
floors,  and  almost  every  house  is  surrounded  by  a  little 
orchard  of  fruit  trees  and  grape  vines.  The  Iowas  are 
practically  self-supporting,  receiving  no  gratuity  from 
the  Government,  in  the  way  of  special  appropriations. 
The  crops  are  generally  good — have  been  well  cultivated, 
and  harvested  in  good  season. 

“  The  progress  of  this  Tribe  in  the  matter  of  raising 
crops,  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  Agent,  having  raised  1461  bushels  of 
Wheat,  making  an  allowance  of  more  than  eight  bushels 
to  each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  tribe.  The  Corn 
crop  is  estimated  at  35000  bushels.  The  yield  was  good, 
the  crops  having  been  well  attended.  There  were  also 
400  bushels  of  Oats  and  Barley  raised,  in  addition  to 
sufficient  vegetables  for  home  consumption,  and  a  sur¬ 
plus  for  market.  The  threshing  was  done  by  Indians 
with  their  own  teams ,  with  the  assistance  of  a  white  man 
employed  to  conduct  the  work,  and  keep  the  machine  in 
order.” 

“  Last  fall  50  acres  were  sown  with  Wheat ,  and  the 
present  spring  111  acres  Wheat;  15  acres  of  Oats,  and 
20  acres  Barley  have  been  sown  in  good  season,  and  in 
a  workmanlike  manner.  Five  hundred  rods  fencing  were 
built,  partly  to  replace  some  destroyed  by  fire.’’ 
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“The  school  has  been  well  attended,  notwithstanding 
the  children  attend  from  their  own  hom<  s.  The  aver¬ 
age  monthly  attendance  for  ten  and  one  half  consecutive 
months  was  38  from  a  school  population  of  46.’’  The 
matron  of  the  institution  is  now  employed  in  visiting 
the  Indians  at  their  houses,  and  in  giving  instruction  to 
the  women  in  cooking,  sewing  and  other  duties  connec¬ 
ted  with  house  keeping. 

“  A  white  man  has  been  employed  to  have  charge  of 
the  School  Farm  and  stock,  having  raised  280  bushels 
Wheat ,  265  bushels  Oats ,  1700  bushels  Corn ,  and  73 
bushels  Potatoes ,  besides  sufficient  pork  and  beef  to 
supply  school  rations,  which  are  issued  to  the  children 
in  the  same  amounts  as  previously  allowed  for  the  board¬ 
ing  school. 

The  Iowas  show  an  increasing  desire  to  improve 
the  condition  of  their  dwellings  by  adding  additional 
rooms  and  conveniences  which  is  accepted  as  a  material 
evidence  of  substantial  progress. 

Sacs  and  Foxes  of  Missouri. 

Wheat  raised  500  bushels,  Corn  6000  bushels  besides 
a  considerable  amount  of  vegetables.  They  have  sown 
the  present  season  about  20  acres  of  Wheat.  *  More 
than  3000  rods  of  wire  fence  have  been  made,  which  will 
be  greatly  increased  the  present  season.  Eighteen  span 
of  horses,  purchased  with  the  proceeds  of  land  sold,  were 
issued  to  the  heads  of  the  several  families  of  these  In- 

*  (Note  : — It  may  be  well  to  state  that  all  statistics  herein 
given  not  spoken  of  as  estimates,  have  been  from  actual  measure¬ 
ment.  ) 
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dians  a  few  days  since.  They  are  now  well  supplied  with 
all  the  appliances  necessary  for  farming,  with  no  excuse 
for  not  making  rapid  progress,  except  their  natural  dis¬ 
inclination  to  labor,  and  their  large  cash  annuity,  the 
latter  being  by  far  the  most  difficult  obstacle  to  over¬ 
come. 

‘‘  The  school  has  been  well  patronized  during  its  con¬ 
tinuance  of  ten  consecutive  months.” 

Three  houses  have  been  built  for  members  of  this 
tribe,  and  three  more  will  be  erected  within  the  next  two 
months.  These  are  also  paid  for  from  the  proceeds  of 
land,  and  cost  about  $300  each.  They  consist  of  four 
good  sized  rooms,  one  and  a  half  stories  high,  and  16x24 
feet,  built  upon  rock  foundations. 

The  two  tribes  collectively  have  planted  200  apple 
and  100  peach  trees  and  200  grapevines,  furnished  from 
the  profits  of  the  store  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
individual  Friends.  Eight  Indian  children,  six  Iowas 
and  two  Sacs  and  Foxes,  were  taken  to  the  Indian  train¬ 
ing  school  at  Carlisle,  Penna.,  and  placed  in  charge  of 
Capt.  R.  H.  Pratt ;  three  of  the  larger  boys  are  learning 
trades  already,  and  appear  to  be  much  pleased  with  their 
new  home.  The  party  consisted  of  six  boys  and  two 
girls.  There  is  also  one  Indian  apprentice  at  the  Agency 
shops. 

In  the  eleventh  month  last  the  chiefs  of  the  two  tribes 
obtained  permission  to  visit  Washington,  at  their  own 
expense,  where  they  were  informed  that  they  would  not 
be  permitted  to  remove  to  the  Indian  Territory ;  hence 
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that  question  is  for  the  present  settled,  which  is  already- 
having  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  Tribe. 

The  course  of  the  Department  so  far  as  these  two 
tribes  are  concerned  is  commendable,  but  few  obstacles 
being  thrown  in  the  way  of  progress  from  that  quarter, 
and  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  the  early  return  of  those 
who  during  the  past  two  years  removed  to  the  Indian 
Territory.” 

This  Committee  has  continued  to  act  with  the  Dele¬ 
gates  of  the  other  Yearly  Meetings  in  giving  attention 
to  matters  of  general  interest  regarding  the  Indians. 

The  subject  of  securing  homesteads  for  them  on  their 
Reservations  in  fee  simple,  and  inalienable  for  a  term  of 
years,  has  claimed  attention,  and  efforts  have  been  made 
to  procure  the  passage  of  a  Bill  by  Congress  for  so  de¬ 
sirable  a  purpose. 

The  cost  to  our  own  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  labors  of 
this  Committee  during  the  past  year,  exclusive  of  any 
individual  expenditures  has  been  ($432)  four  hundred 
and  thirty-two  dollars. 

In  concluding  our  report  for  the  past  year,  we  feel 
that,  while  the  general  aspect  of  Indian  Affairs  is  not 
encouraging,  we  believe  our  efforts  have  not  been  with¬ 
out  good  results,  and  that  it  is  right  for  us  to  continue 
to  labor  in  this  interesting  and  important  work,  so  long 
as  we  can  properly  do  so.

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The  committee  appointed  at  last  sitting,  to  unite  with  a 
Committee  of  Women  Friends  on  the  subject  introduced 
by  their  meeting,  in  relation  to  memorializing  Congress, 
made  report  that  they  nearly  all  met,  and  upon  confer¬ 
ring  together,  agreed  with  great  unanimity  in  presenting 
to  the  meeting  the  following  memorial  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  which,  upon  consideration  was  ap¬ 
proved,  and  directed  to  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  by  the  clerk.  The  committee  is  continued  to  the 
care  of  having  the  same  forwarded  and  report  to  our 
next  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 

the  United  States,  in  Congress  Assembled. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  religious  Society  of  Friends 
of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  and  the  adjacent 
parts  of  Maryland,  held  in  Philadelphia,  respectfully 
memorialize  your  bodies  for  the  passage  of  a  bill  insti¬ 
tuting  a  National  Commission  of  inquiry,  to  investigate, 
thoroughly  and  impartially,  the  Alcoholic  Liquor  traffic 
in  its  relation  to  crime,  pauperism,  the  public  health  and 
general  welfare ;  and  also  the  results  of  license  and  pro¬ 
hibitory  legislation  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
of  the  Union. 

Signed  by  direction,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Yearly  Meet¬ 
ing,  at  its  session  held  5th  Month,  15th,  1880. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  essay,  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be 
forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  with  which 
we  correspond. 
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The  following  minute ,  embracing  some  of  the  exercises 
of  the  meeting ,  was  read  and  adopted ,  and  directed  to 
be  published  in  the  Extracts  : 

In  the  examination  of  the  condition  of  our  Religious 
Society,  as  exhibited  by  the  reading  and  answering  of 
our  Queries,  much  instructive  and  encouraging  counsel 
was  presented  by  many  exercised  brethren. 

We  were  admonished  not  to  extend  our  business,  nor 
to  multiply  our  cares  in  the  effort  to  be  equal  with  our 
fellow-citizens  in  providing  luxurious  enjoyments.  A 
strain  on  our  bodies  and  minds  will  be  thus  produced 
which  may  unfit  and  prevent  us  from  discharging  the 
religious  duties  enjoined  by  the  first  query. 

The  prevalence  of  love  and  unity  amongst  us,  which  was 
exemplified  by  the  answers  to  the  second  query  in  all  the 
reports,  was  a  cause  for  renewed  gratitude  to  the  Author 
of  our  being,  as  it  presented  to  the  world  of  mankind 
and  to  each  pther,  a  condition  of  society  essential  to 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  hope  was  feelingly  expressed 
that  we  may  all  be  prepared  to  devote  our  lives  to  His 
service,  and  to  advance  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom 
among  men. 

The  training  of  our  beloved  children  in  the  require¬ 
ments  of  truth,  as  presented  in  the  Third  Query,  still 
holds  an  increasing  place  in  the  minds  of  our  members  ; 
and  as  parents  accept  the  unfoldings  of  light  in  their 
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own  minds,  and  walk  in  accordance  therewith,  they  will 
be  enabled  by  precept  and  example  to  present  in  their 
lives,  that  which  will  say  unto  their  children  “  follow  us 
as  we  follow  Christ.” 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  that  the  answers  to  the 
Fourth  Query  represent  our  members  almost  entirely 
clear  of  the  distillation,  sale,  and  use  of  spirituous  li¬ 
quors,  and  faithful  in  the  maintenance  of  the  other  im¬ 
portant  requirements  of  the  query. 

Many  Friends  feelingly  adverted  to  the  stultifying 
and  blunting  effects  of  tobacco  and  other  narcotic  stim¬ 
ulants,  upon  the  intellectual  powers  and  moral  sense ; 
and  also  their  tendency  to  strengthen,  and  even  to  create 
an  appetite  for  intoxicating  drinks.  We  were  reminded 
of  the  testimony  of  William  Penn,  concerning  the  early 
standard  bearers  in  our  religious  society  ;  that  they  being 
changed  men  themselves,  and  knowing  the  power  and 
work  of  God  upon  their  own  hearts,  the  bent  and  stress 
of  their  ministry  was  conversion  to  God,  regeneration 
and  holiness  ;  and  from  this  root,  and  this  only,  all 
growth  in  what  is  good  proceeds,  and  that  all  evils  are 
but  the  fruit  of  one  corrupt  tree. 

A  concern  was  expressed,  and  feelingly  united  with 
that  Friends  in  conducting  funerals,  and  in  all  things 
appertaining  thereto,  should  avoid  display,  and  when¬ 
ever  practicable  should  hold  such  assemblages  in  our 
meeting-hou3es,  where  all  may  be  accommodated,  and 
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the  solemnity  of  the  occasion  may  he  more  fully  at¬ 
tained. 

The  guarded  education  of  our  children  engaged  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  meeting.  All  were  encouraged  to  contin¬ 
ued  and  increased  labor  in  this  interesting  and  very  im- 
portant  subject.  The  answers  to  the  query  in  relation 
to  schools  were  duly  considered,  but  the  replies  in  some 
of  the  Reports  were  not  as  full  or  comprehensive  as 
the  Yearly  Meeting  desired.  The  Report  of  our  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Education  and  Schools  showed  that  these  subjects 
continue  to  claim  their  consideration  and  action. 


During  the  sessions  of  this  Annual  Assembly  the  evi¬ 
dence  has  been  frequently  furnished  of  the  prevalence  of 
that  life  which  we  have  craved,  as  the  crown  of  all  our 
assemblies,  and  under  its  qualifying  power,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  discharge  the  many  duties  that  have  been  pre¬ 
sented,  in  much  harmony  and  condescension. 

W  ith  our  hearts  bowed  to  the  Father  of  all  our  sure  mer¬ 
cies,  and  with  gratitude  for  the  bountiful  favors  bestowed 
we  now  conclude ;  to  meet  again,  if  consistent  with  His 
holy  will,  at  the  usual  time  next  year.

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QUERIES. 

First  Query. — Are  all  our  religions  meetings  for 
worship  and  discipline  duly  attended  ;  is  the  hour  ob¬ 
served  ;  and  are  Friends  clear  of  sleeping  and  of  all  other 
unbecoming  behavior  therein  ? 

'^Second  Query. — Are  love  and  unity  maintained 
amongst  you  ?  Are  tale-bearing  and  detraction  discour¬ 
aged  ?  And  when  any  differences  arise,  are  endeavors 
used  speedily  to  end  them  ? 

Third  Query. — Are  Friends  careful  to  bring  up  those 
under  their  direction,  in  plainness  of  speech,  behavior, 
and  apparel ;  in  frequent  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures  ; 
and  to  restrain  them  from  reading  pernicious  books,  and 
from  the  corrupt  conversation  of  the  world  ? 

Fourth  Query. — Are  Friends  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages ;  are  they  careful 
to  discourage  their  use  as  a  drink  ;  and  is  due  caution 
observed  in  the  use  thereof  as  a  medicine  ?  Are  they 
careful  to  discourage  the  attending  of  places  of  diver¬ 
sion,  and  the  unnecessary  frequenting  of  taverns  ?  And 
do  they  keep  to  true  moderation  and  temperance  on  ac¬ 
count  of  marriages,  burials,  and  other  occasions  ? 

Fifth  Query. — Are  poor  Friends’  necessities  duly  in¬ 
spected,  and  they  relieved  or  assisted  in  such  business 
as  they  are  capable  of?  Do  their  children  freely  partake 
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of  learning  to  fit  them  for  business ;  and  are  they  and 
other  Friends’  children  placed  among  Friends  ? 

Sixth  Query. — Do  you  maintain  a  faithful  testimony 
against  oaths ;  an  hireling  ministry,  bearing  arms,  train¬ 
ing,  and  other  military  services  ;  being  concerned  in 
any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade  ;  buying  or  vending 
goods  so  imported  or  prize  goods  ;  and  against  encour¬ 
aging  lotteries  of  any  kind. 

Seventh  Query. — Are  Friends  careful  to  live  within 
the  bounds  of  their  circumstances  and  to  keep  to  mod¬ 
eration  in  their  trade  or  business  ;  are  they  punctual  to  * 
their  promises,  and  just  in  the  payment  of  their  debts  ; 
and  are  such  as  give  reasonable  grounds  for  fear  on 
these  accounts^  timely  labored  with  for  their  preserva¬ 
tion  or  recovery  ? 

Eighth  Query. — Do  you  take  due  care  regularly  to 
deal  with  all  offenders  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  without 
partiality  or  unnecessary  delay,  in  order  for  their  help  ; 
and  where  such  labor  is  ineffectual,  to  place  judgment 
upon  them  in  the  authority  of  Truth  ? 

Ninth  Query. — Is  due  care  taken  to  keep  a  regular 
record  of  births  and  deaths  ? 

First  Annual  Query. — What  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  times  or  places  of  holding  Friends’  Meetings ; 
and  what  new  meetings  have  been  settled  ?
